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Laconia  Airport  Authority 

The  past  year  has  been  an  extremely  busy  one  at  the 
Laconia  Airport.  The  3,500  ft.  runway  was  repaved,  new 
center  lines  and  markers  were  installed,  and  clearing  was 
done  on  the  north  end.  A  localizer  was  installed  and  tested 
for  approaches  in  bad  weather. 

There  was  an  increase  of  approximately  9%  in  the 
number  of  passengers  at  the  airport. 


Civil  Defense

Another  satisfying  year  has  passed  for  Laconia's  Civil 
Defense  Department.  Training  has  continued  and  Civil  De- 
fense members  have  become  more  proficient  in  their  respect- 
ive fields. 

The  Auxiliary  Police  did  a  fine  job  during  the  motor- 
cycle weekend,  so-called.  Many  hours  were  put  in  by  this 
group.  They  were  ably  supported  by  the  Rescue  and  Com- 
munications sections. 

The  Rescue  Group  has  in  use  now  a  rescue  vehicle  which 
was  rebuilt  entirely  by  the  members.  This  group  is  becoming 
a  very  important  and  needed  aspect  of  Civil  Defense. 

The  Communications  Group  has  a  mobile  unit  almost 
completed  which  will  soon  be  on  an  operational  basis.  The 
Communications  Group  has  weekly  drills  and  is  fast  becom- 
ing a  top-notch  Civil  Defense  unit. 

Several  instructional  courses  have  been  offered  to  the 
public  with  fair  to  good  results.  One  course  was  offered  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  Adult  Education  Program.  Several 
members  of  the  Rescue  Squad  are  continuing  their  studies 
at  the  Civil  Defense  school  in  Massachusetts.  The  Director 
and  two  assistants  have  completed  a  30-hour  course  in  "Civil 
Defense  Management." 

Work  is  now  being  done  at  the  County  Home  to  com- 
plete the  Civil  Defense  Communications  Program.  The 
County  Home  contains  the  Emergency  Operating  Center 
(E.O.C.)  and  the  county  officials  have  been  very  cooperative 
in  this  phase  of  Civil  Defense. 

The  members  of  Civil  Defense  are  looking  forward  to  a 
busy  and  fruitful  year  —  this  is  made  possible  because  of 
the  fine,  dedicated  volunteers  and  the  full  cooperation  of 
Mayor  Royal  and  the  City  Council.

The  increased  use  of  library  facilities  at  Laconia  is 
evident  annually  not  only  in  circulation  statistics  but  in 
every  record  of  library  procedure.  Reference  work  has  in- 
creased immeasurably  in  all  departments.  Additional  schools 
in  the  area  present  a  heavy  demand  on  library  resources  and 
personnel. 

In  1957  bookmobile  service  was  inaugurated  throughout 
the  city.  Lack  of  patron  participation  resulted  in  discon- 
tinuing the  service  in  some  areas.  Books  are  carried  to  the 
Taylor  Home  and  St.  Francis  Home  on  schedule.  Close  com- 
munication between  the  library  and  public  schools  has  been 
maintained  on  a  regular  basis.  During  the  past  ten  years 
the  bookmobile  has  traveled  5800  miles  within  the  city  limits 
to  loan  approximately  154,000  volumes  to  interested  readers. 
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A  dry  photo  copier  is  an  additional  service  offered  the 
public.  Various  materials  including  manuscripts,  pictures, 
pages  of  books  or  periodicals  may  be  readily  copied  by  a  staff 
member  for  the  nominal  charge  of  25  cents  per  page. 

Mr.  Harris  M.  Fellman,  as  a  library  patron  and  a  trustee, 
instituted  several  library  services.  The  Board  of  Trustees 
and  the  staff  sincerely  regret  that  a  change  of  residence 
necessitated  his  resignation.  Chester  F.  Perkins  was  elected 
by  the  Mayor  and  Council  to  complete  Mr.  Fellman's  un- 
expired term.  Mrs.  Avery  and  Mr.  Perkins  were  reappointed 
in  March  for  the  customary  three  year  period.  Mrs.  Winifred 
Talbot  has  rejoined  the  library  staff  after  an  absence  of  three 
years. 

The  property  at  132-134  Court  Street  was  sold  at  public 
auction.  As  specified  in  the  will  of  Myrtie  G.  Crooker,  the 
library  trustees  are  required  to  use  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
for  the  Julia  and  Myrtie  Crooker  Fund.  Educational  and 
religious  books  will  be  purchased  with  the  income  from  this 
fund. 

Unusual  exhibits  were  arranged  by  individuals  and  or- 
ganizations. Of  great  historical  interest  was  the  display 
assembled  by  Gilbert  S.  Center  commemorating  the  fiftieth 
anniversary  of  the  sinking  of  the  Cunard  liner,  SS  LACONIA. 
That  tragic  torpedoing,  described  as  the  first  official  overt 
act  against  the  United  States,  which  helped  to  precipitate 
World  War  I,  occurred  on  February  25,  1917. 

The  generosity  and  interest  of  library  patrons  has  al- 
ways been  appreciated.  Special  thanks  go  to  those  who  con- 
sistently contribute  books,  periodicals  and  miscellaneous 
gifts.  Many  outstanding  memorial  volumes  honoring  friends 
and  relatives  have  been  received.  The  new  edition  of  the 
Catholic  Encyclopedia,  recently  published,  was  obtained  for 
the  reference  department.  The  acquisition  was  made  possible 
through  a  fund  started  six  years  ago  by  the  local  Council, 
Knights  of  Columbus.  Grateful  appreciation  is  extended  to 
the  publishers  of  the  LACONIA  EVENING  CITIZEN  and 
to  the  local  radio  stations,  WLNH  and  WEMJ  for  the  gener- 
ous publicity  given  library  news.

The  Laconia  parks  and  playgrounds  opened  their  sum- 
mer program  on  June  24th  and  closed  on  September  5th.

There  was  plenty  of  snow  available  for  the  excellent 
Junior  Ski  program  under  the  direction  of  the  Winnipesaukee 
Ski  Club.  This  ski  program  had  a  very  large  attendance. 
Skating  was  also  enjoyed  at  the  skating  rinks  maintained 
by  the  Parks  Department. 

The  Laconia  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  main- 
tains facilities  for  many  organizations  such  as  the  4-H  Club 
annual  fair,  Y.M.C.A.,  Little  League,  Babe  Ruth  League, 
Rowing  Association  and  many  others. 

The  Opechee  Park  Club  donated  a  Jungle  Gym  for 
Opechee  Park  in  memory  of  "Mickey"  Dunleavy  who  was 
very  active  in  youth  work  in  the  city. 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  turned  over  a  piece  of 
property  at  Granite  Street  to  the  Park  Department  for  future 
development. 

Opechee  Park 

The  quarter  mile  cinder  track  was  completed  and  main- 
tained for  use  by  the  schools  and  for  the  State  Track  Meet. 
New  paddle  boards  were  purchased  for  use  at  the  point,  new 
hydrant  for  skating  area,  new  metal  lifeguard  stands,  barbe- 
cue grills  were  purchased  and  installed.  The  parking  area 
was  enlarged  and  bumper  blocks  added  to  the  parking  area. 
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Underground  wire,  water  and  telephone  were  laid  from  Mem- 
orial Junior  High  School  to  the  Little  League  ball  field.

A  new  scoreboard,  purchased  by  the  Memorial  Park 
Club,  was  installed.  Babe  Ruth  broadcasting  stand  was  built 
and  new  underground  wire  was  installed  for  Babe  Ruth.

The 
bridge  across  the  brook  was  repaired.

The  U.S.  Army  Reserves  brushed  and  cleaned  wooded 
area.    Fill  was  put  in  the  swamp  area.    New  barbecue  grills 
and  tables  were  added  to  the  picnic  area. 
Leavitt  Park  and  Beach 

New  lifeguard  stands  were  installed  and  new  tables  and 
grills  added  to  the  picnic  area.  A  new  roof  was  put  on  the 
dugout.  Lights  were  reversed  from  skating  rink  for  tennis 
court.

The  club  house  was  painted,  new  tables  and  playground 
equipment  were  added. 

Weirs  Beach 

Sixty  feet  of  rock  was  added  to  the  channel  to  stop  beach 
wash — State  of  N.H.  Road  ramp  was  black  topped.  New 
picnic  tables  and  barbecue  grills  added  to  the  picnic  area.

A  major  achievement  of  the  Planning  Board  for  the  past 
year  was  the  completion  and  presentation  of  a  "Proposed 
Plan  for  the  Development  of  Weirs  Beach".  This  project 
was  initiated  at  the  request  of  the  City  Council  and  the  com- 
pleted plan  was  presented  on  May  18,  1967  at  a  public 
meeting  held  at  the  Martha  Prescott  Auditorium.  Imple- 
mentation of  the  plan  is  the  next  step  in  this  important 
project. 

Many  diversified  problems  and  studies  concerning  the 
betterment  of  the  city  were  considered  by  the  Planning 
Board,  including  traffic  studies  and  parking  problems,  simpli- 
fication of  Subdivision  approval  application  procedure,  study 
of  possible  future  school  sites,  etc.  as  well  as  continual 
cooperation  with  the  Housing  and  Redevelopment  Authority 
on  plans  and  progress  of  the  downtown  Urban  Renewal 
project,  known  as  the  "Winnipesaukee  River"  project. 

Immediately  following  the  municipal  elections,  a  joint 
meeting  of  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Mayor  and  Council 
was  held  at  the  invitation  of  the  Board  Chairman,  with  every 
member  of  both  groups  present.  At  this  time  the  purpose, 
responsibilities  and  duties  of  the  Planning  Board  as  estab- 
lished by  State  law  and  City  ordinance  were  reviewed  with 
particular  attention  called  to  the  Comprehensive  (Master) 
Plan,  the  Zoning  Ordinance  and  the  Workable  Program.

The  Laconia  Housing  &  Redevelopment  Authority  re- 
ceived Federal  approval  on  August  8,  1966  of  Part  II  Loan 
and  Grant  Application  for  the  redevelopment  of  the  21  acre 
Winnipesaukee  River  Project,  N.H.  R-12.  A  signed  contract 
between  the  Authority  and  the  Department  of  Housing  & 
Urban  Development  was  consummated  on  October  9,  1966 
for  a  total  Loan  and  Capital  Grant  of  $4,288,577.  Essentially, 
this  put  the  redevelopment  of  the  lower  half  of  the  Central 
Business  District  into  the  realms  of  reality;  and  a  program 
was  designed  for  acquisition,  relocation,  demolition  and  the 
reassembling  of  land  parcels. 

Private  financing  following  bids  was  arranged  through 
the  First  National  City  Bank  of  New  York  for  an  initial 
loan  of  $1,240,000  at  an  interest  rate  of  3.63%.  Subject  to 
required  project  progress,  this  loan  will  be  retired  through 
a  Federal  grant. 

With  the  completion  of  at  least  two  appraisals  on  each 
property,  fair  market  value  was  established  and  approved 
price  options  were  offered  property  owners  in  the  project 
area.  At  the  close  of  the  City's  fiscal  year  43  price  option 
offers  have  been  made,  and  nine  properties  have  been  pur- 
chased by  the  Authority.  During  the  first  six  months  of  1967, 
emphasis  has  been  on  relocation.  This  process  involves  the 
moving  of  three  large  industries,  approximately  90  businesses 
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and  over  100  families  and/or  individuals.  The  purchase  by 
the  Authority  of  the  Cormier  Hosiery  and  Central  New 
Hampshire  Dye  Inc.  and  their  relocation  to  a  modern  one 
story  plant  in  O'Shea  Industrial  Park  represents  a  major 
milestone  in  progress.  This  new  structure  will  provide  addi- 
tional tax  base  for  the  City  of  Laconia,  and  demolition  of 
the  old  mill  permits  available  land  for  redevelopment  in  the 
downtown  area.  At  the  close  of  this  fiscal  year,  twenty  fam- 
ilies and/ or  individuals  have  been  successfully  relocated  in 
standard  housing  with  all  moving  costs  and  other  related 
claims  paid.  Several  small  businesses  have  received  assistance 
in  finding  new  quarters  and  displacement  benefits  have  been 
processed  by  the  LHRA.  Relocation  benefits  and  claims  as 
of  June  30,  1967  total  $100,392.31.  These  funds  are  provided 
through  a  direct  Federal  grant  and  are  not  included  in  the 
total  project  cost. 


A  contract  with  Richard  Cousineau  &  Son  Inc.  of  Roch- 
ester for  the  first  demolition  contract  brought  the  long  await- 
ed bulldozer  to  Laconia,  and  on  March  10,  1967  the  razing 
of  the  Cormier  Mill  building  and  two  additional  structures 
was  begun.  A  second  demolition  contract  for  removal  of 
several  additional  buildings  is  currently  being  processed. 


An  amended  Annual  Contributions  Contract  based  upon 
a  revised  Development  Program  for  the  Housing  for  the 
Elderly,  N.H.  7-1  was  approved  May  15,  1967.  This  will 
provide  100  units  of  elderly  housing  for  a  total  estimated 
development  cost  of  $1,703,017.  Erickson  and  Dennis,  Asso- 
ciated Architects,  are  presently  preparing  the  Construction 
Documents  upon  which  the  contract  bids  will  be  made.  With 
the  clearance  of  the  proposed  site  and  the  transfer  of  titles 
of  properties,  the  Authority  anticipates  beginning  construc- 
tion during  the  next  fiscal  year.

1.  A  loop  of  5681'  of  12"  pipe  was  completed  from  North 
Main  St.  to  Jefferson  St.  on  Elm  St.  tying  in  the  rest  of 
Elm  St.  and  furnishing  better  pressure  and  a  constant 
water  supply  to  the  Laconia  State  School,  County  Home, 
and  O'Shea  Industrial  Park  without  draining  the  tank  on 
Lafayette  St.  Four  new  hydrants  were  also  set  on  this 
line  with  gates  on  each  hydrant. 

2.  From  our  new  $310,000  Bond  issue 
Garfield  St.  784'  of  8"  C.I.C.L.  pipe 
Carver  St.  368'  of  6"  C.I.C.L.  pipe 
Addison  St.  671'  of  12"  C.I.C.L.  pipe 
Mechanic  St.  2369'  of  12"  C.I.C.L.  pipe  &  30'  of  6"

Winter  St.  1271'  of  12"  C.I.C.L.  pipe

were  all  laid  by  the  Laconia  Water  Works  crew — close  to 

2Y2  miles  of  pipe. 

A  new  hydrant  was  set  on  Girard  St. 

3.  In  August,  also  a  part  of  the  $310,000  Bond,  a  new  20" 
water  main  was  laid  by  a  contractor  from  outside  the 
Lakeport  reservoir.  (Note:  Not  yet  into  the  reservoir, 
but  scheduled  to  be  completed  when  the  reservoir  is  gun- 
ited  this  spring)  to  the  junction  of  Prospect  and  Clinton 
Sts.  From  this  point  a  16"  water  main  continues  down 
Clinton  St.  to  Union  Ave.  12"  water  main  and  replaces 
some  old  6"  C.I.  and  12"  stove  pipe  and  old  12"  C.I.  pipe. 
Willow  St.  12"  main  from  the  reservoir  is  connected  to 
this  new  16"  along  with  both  the  north  and  south  side  of 
Mechanic  St.  One  old  coffin  hydrant  was  replaced  with  a 
new  gated  Eddy  at  the  corner  of  Mechanic  and  Clinton  Sts. 
This  16"  main  makes  it  possible  to  overcome  poor  fire 
St.,  one  each  on  Clinton  and  Valleys  Sts.  all  took  place 
Another  16"  from  the  20"  at  the  corner  of  Prospect  and 
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Clinton  Sts.  continues  up  Prospect  St.,  cross  country  to 
Cottonwood  Ave.,  Walker  St.,  across  Woodland  Ave  to 
the  end  of  the  Laconia  High  School  football  field,  down 
Isabella  St.  to  Gilford  Ave.,  both  Walker  St.  and  Wood- 
land Ave.  have  8"  connections  to  the  16"  main,  along  with 
new  hydrants  on  Isabella,  Cottonwood  Ave.,  two  on  the 
cross  country  line  and  replaced  two  old  hydrants  on 
Prospect  St. 

The  section  of  16"  between  the  end  of  Prospect  St.  at 
Cole  St.  was  turned  on  at  10:30  A.M.  on  February  2,  1967. 
This  16"  main  make  it  possible  to  overcome  poor  fire 
protection  in  the  Cole  St.  and  Prospect  St.  area. 

4.  1000  new  %  x  %  Trident  meters  were  purchased  and 
about  600  of  them  were  installed  before  Dec.  31st  re- 
placing old  Empires  and  Crowns  in  service  many  years. 

5.  New  rates  went  into  effect  as  of  the  4th  quarter  billing  in 
Laconia.  The  Gilford  customers  were  billed  at  the  old 
rates  as  the  rate  was  not  effective  there  until  November  24, 
1966. 

6.  F.  A.  Normandin,  Chairman  of  the  Laconia  Water  Works 
Commissioners  passed  away  suddenly.

One  major  break  on  Willow  St.  and  2  breaks  on  Mechanic 

St.,  one  each  one  Clinton  and  Valley  Sts.  all  took  place 

It  is  hoped  that  new 

mains  will  solve  the  problems  in  this  area. 

Other  breaks  occurred  on  summer  lines  at  the  Weirs,  & 

Bowman,  Oak  &  Washington  Sts.,  in  Laconia. 

No  major  change  took  place  at  the  Weirs  Beach  area  this 

year. 
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A  Report  From  The  Mayor 

The  last  several  months  have  been  eventful  ones  for 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

The  election  in  March,  1967,  saw  a  new  mayor  and  four 
new  City  Council  members  elected.  Two  members  of  the 
previous  council  were  returned  to  office  —  Charles  Smith  of 
Ward  III  and  Harry  Gove  of  Ward  IV.  Ward  I  elected 
William  Bastraw;  Ward  II,  Donald  Drouin;  Ward  V,  Ray- 
mond Lakeman;  and  Ward  VI,  Charles  Beard. 

Many  problems  faced  this  new  group,  not  the  least  being 
the  Fire  Department.  After  hearing  long  hours  of  testimony 
by  the  interested  parties,  it  was  felt  that  the  addition  of  two 
new  commission  members  was  necessary  to  help  share  the 
responsibilities  of  the  Fire  Department.  These  members  have 
been  added  and  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  be  able  to  aid  in 
the  overall  operation  of  the  department. 

This  year  also  saw  the  addition  of  a  City  Planning 
Director  in  the  person  of  David  Scott.  Mr.  Scott  will  over- 
see the  present  and  future  plans  made  by  the  city  in  its 
attempt  to  grow  in  an  orderly  manner.  He  will  also  work 
closely  with  the  Housing  &  Redevelopment  Authority  in  an 
effort  to  coordinate  activities  of  both  groups. 

The  Water  Works  Department  will  extend  its  new  mains 
from  Weirs  Beach  south  to  the  Flying  Cloud  Motel.  It  will 
also  complete  the  installation  of  meters  at  Weirs  Beach,  a 
task  which  has  been  in  progress  for  some  time. 

Next  year,  1968,  is  the  75th  anniversary  of  Laconia  as 
a  city.  We  have  plans  which  will  make  this  a  gala  and 
memorable  event  for  all  the  people  in  Laconia.  It  is  hoped 
that  each  and  every  citizen  of  Laconia  will  take  part  in  this 
celebration  and  make  it  one  of  the  outstanding  events  in 
the  history  of  the  city.

(1)  This  represents  the  total  amount  of  two  checks  dated  in  June, 
1967  in  payment  of  bond  principal  and  interest  due  July  1,  1967 
and  budgeted  for  in  the  1967-1968  fiscal  year  budget  plus  a  dis- 
bursement of  a  small  item  also  budgeted  for  next  year  for  one  of 
the  departments.  In  regard  to  the  payment  of  the  bond  principal 
and  interest,  it  is  required  by  the  bank  that  such  check  be 
collected  prior  to  the  due  date  of  the  bond  principal  and  interest 
payment.  The  due  date  as  mentioned  above,  was  July  1,  1967. 

(2)  This  amount  represents  the  long-term  receivable  over  the  period 
of  the  bond  issue  for  sewer  project  number  three— Paugus  to  be 
received  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  as  a  reimbursement 
for  40%  of  the  eligible  construction  costs  of  project  number  three 
plus  interest  to  be  paid,  as  mentioned  above,  over  the  same 
period  of  years  as  the  bond  issue  originally  floated  to  obtain  the 
financing  for  such  project.  During  June,  1967,  the  City  of  Laconia 
received  the  first  payment  for  the  State  grant  in  the  amount  of 
$34,090.00.  See  Schedule  A-3  for  the  inclusion  of  this  amount,  to- 
gether with  other  yearly  payments  on  State  sewerage  participa- 
tion which  were  used  by  the  City  of  Laconia  during  the  past  fiscal 
year  to  offset  the  principal  and  interest  requirements  on  the 
sewerage  bonds  in  effect  for  these  projcts. 

(3)  The  accounts  payable,  with  the  exception  of  the  small  tax  refund 
due,  represent  invoices  incurred  and  dated  prior  to  June  30,  1967 
for  goods  and  services  received  prior  to  June  30,  1967,  but  not 
paid  until  subsequent  to  July  1,  1967.  These  amounts  are  included 
as  liabilities  in  the  Statement  of  Financial  Condition,  but  will 
be  paid  for  during  the  next  fiscal  year  with  funds  obtained  from 
taxes  and  other  revenue  during  the  next  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
1968. 

(4)  The  unappropriated  surplus  account  of  the  City  of  Laconia  at 
June  30,  1967,  after  deducting  the  parking  fund  deficit  of  ap- 
proximately $9,000.00  at  such  date,  amounts  to  $118,181.24.  With- 
out the  inclusion  of  the  accounts  payable  referred  to  in  footnote 
3,  the  surplus  account  of  the  City  would  amount  to  approximately 
$157,000.00.  Although  the  uncollected  taxes  of  the  City  of  Laconia 
have  now  increased  to  the  total  amount  of  approximately 
$104,000.00  there  does  appear  to  be  an  ample  amount  of  surplus 
funds  of  the  City  at  June  30,  1967  sufficient  to  use  a  portion 
thereof  toward  the  1967-1968  tax  rate  of  the  City.
